Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 33-39, 41-43, 68-79, 80, and 82, drawn to A method of performing 
visual correction in a patient by replacing the natural lens with a lens 
implant, classified in class 623, subclass 6.12. 

II. Claim 44-50, 55-57, and 60-67, drawn to A sealing device for use in 
ophthalmic surgery to replace a cataractous lens, classified in class 623, 
subclass 6.12. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process for example sealing off a cyst which would 
allow the doctor to inject medication. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
